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LQ interview: 
Audiobook narrator 
Anne Marie Lewis 


Like many other things, reading has changed radically in the past two years, including a surge in the 


popularity of audiobooks. We caught up with local voice talent Anne Marie Lewis to give audiobook 


fans a peek behind the curtain: a look at how a narrator transforms words on a page into an 


immersive world in your head. 


How did you get into audiobook work? 


lam a voracious listener of audiobooks and eventually 
realized that most narrators were actors. Being a 
performer myself, and a lover of reading and of 
audiobooks, | wondered how | might do such a thing. 

| took an entry-level voiceover class at a local acting 
school and asked questions about narrating audiobooks. 
The instructor sent me info for a class through ACX 
(Audiobook Creation Exchange) taught by a local 
Chicago actor/director. 


When starting a new project, how do you prepare? 


First rule of narration: READ THE BOOK! This is the only 
way to understand the author's intent and style, suss out 
character traits and motivations, and find out if accents 
are required. (There are horror stories of narrators who 
did not prepare thoroughly, only to learn six hours into 
recording that the main character is Scottish and lisps!) 


When possible, | ask the author to provide information 
about the character's voice qualities, if this minor 
character could become a main or recurring character 

in later installments of a series, their dream casting for 
the character... | do not impersonate an actor in my read, 
but knowing who an author might have in mind for a 
character helps me capture the essence of that character. 


If there's a required accent I've never done, | research it, 
call my dialect coach for one-on-one work, and practice! 
And there's always researching names and terms to make 
sure pronunciations are spot-on. 


What might people find surprising about 
audiobook production? 


Making an audiobook is not just sitting in front of a 
microphone and reading. It takes five to six hours of work 
for each finished hour of audio, plus the time it takes to 
prep a script. 


After annotating the script with pronunciations, making 
character notes, directorial notes, tone, and so on, | get 
in my booth and record. If | am very efficient, | can record 
one finished hour in 2 - 2% hours. 


Once | finish recording the raw audio, it goes to a 
proofer who checks for misreads, mispronunciations, 
inconsistencies with voices, and so forth. | get a list of 
corrections called “pick-ups,” record those, and send 
them back to the engineer who then inserts them into 
the proper audio files, edits the book, and masters the 
files. At this point, the author or rights holder reviews the 
recording for approval, and the audiobook is sent on for 
retail. Depending on the length of the audiobook, the 
whole process could take about six weeks. 


Do you have any audio narration heroes or a favorite 
performance that you return to? 


Katherine Kellgren is one of my favorites. | think | have 
listened to just about everything she recorded. She 
passed away in 2018 but she inspired me to go into 
audiobook narration. | am also a huge fan of Davina 
Porter, who voices the entire Outlander series. That's 

a TON of recording hours. | am slowly making my way 
through Go Tell the Bees That | Am Gone, which is 
almost 50 hours long! Also | just binge-listened to the 
Irish Village Mystery series by Carlene O'Connor and 
delightfully read by Caroline Lennon. Other favorite 
narrators are Sean Pratt, Johnny Heller, Therese Plummer, 
Edoardo Ballerini, Will Patton, and Robin Miles. 


I'd also like to mention some terrific locally- based 
narrators, since you cannot tell where narrators are 
from when choosing audiobooks: Amy Deuchler, 
Lindsey Dorcus, Amy Johnson, Stacy Gonzalez, 


Golden Voices 


Shaina Summerville and Allyson Voller. There are quite 
a good number of us Chicago-based narrators! 


Anything else you'd like to share? 


| enjoy sharing my narration story and journey, and I’m 
happy to help. If you are interested in learning more 
about the process or you are an author looking to bring 
your book to audio life, | invite you to reach out. Even if | 
am not the right voice for your audiobook, | can point you 
in the right direction. We narrators are a tight-knit, well- 
connected group!

Vernon Area Library and a group of Buffalo Grove-area 
service organizations are working to reach and serve res- 
idents with memory loss and the caregivers who support 
them. 


Beginning in April, area residents are invited to a new 
“Memory Café" — a safe, welcoming place for people liv- 
ing with early-stage memory loss and their care partners. 
The informal get-togethers are a source of structured, 
enjoyable interactions, along with information and sup- 
port for caregivers. 


Each Memory Café will take place for one hour, one 
afternoon per month. Each session will follow the same 
schedule and include the same types of activities, creating 
comfort and familiarity through consistency. 


To keep things lively, each session will feature a new theme, 
such as “Family Pets” or “Favorite Holidays,” as a focal 
point for conversation, activities, music, and refreshments. 


The program and activities were designed with the help of 
memory care experts from partners Belmont Village and 
Sunrise Assisted Living, who also provided the partners 
with training. “We are so grateful for their expertise,” said 
program coordinator Roz Topolski. “They are helping us 
make sure the activities are accessible and enjoyable for 
everyone and to set up the space to be as comfortable and 
welcoming as possible.”

and Sunrise Assisted Living. Buffalo Grove Community 
Foundation has generously provided funding. Buffalo 
Grove Park District is providing space for the program. 


The program is open to anyone affected by memory loss; it 
is not limited to residents of Buffalo Grove. 


The program was given a trial run over the winter in a 
do-at-home form due to COVID. Library staff packaged a 
scrapbooking activity as a “Memory Café To Go” kit, which 
was delivered directly to participants by Buffalo Grove 
Community Service Officer Matt Mills. The feedback was 
glowing: 


“lam wowed by the availability of this activity and the part- 

nerships with all of the organizations. The extra touch of 
having the personal delivery by our Buffalo Grove com- 
munity officer was so very gracious and nice. My husband 
and | worked together with my mother-in-law. We picked 
the theme of gardening because in the past, we shared 
pictures of her and her garden from five years ago. Those 
memories seemed to bring back a connection and a con- 
versation! We are a large family and we have encouraged 
the siblings to use the book to share her memories. Thank 
you again!"

The art of happiness 


Creative classes connect kids and boost good feelings 


Librarian Jane Khaytin’s art classes are a rare and 
beautiful thing: time spent on Zoom that leaves 
everyone smiling. 


Jane, who holds a B.A. in Visual Communication and 
Graphic Design along with a master’s in Library and 
Information Sciences, leads two different library 
programs for kids in grades K—-5: “Create Art with Miss 
Jane" and “Exploring Great Artists.” 


In each 75-minute class, “Miss Jane” leads young 
artists step-by-step to create a beautiful finished 
artwork. Along the way, the kids connect on camera 
with Miss Jane and each other, practice listening and 
following directions, exercise their creativity, and get 
lots of affirmation. 


The classes have a hint of Bob Ross to them. The tone is 
calm and positive. There are no mistakes, only “happy 
accidents.” The emphasis is on fun, individuality, and 
the creative process. 


Each month offers a new class and a new project. Past 
themes have included seasonal favorites such as a fall 
tree, a cardinal in snow or a summer sunset, or pieces 

inspired by visual artists including Pablo Picasso, Jean- 
Michel Basquiat and Bisa Butler. 


“That was a fun class!! | learned so much about Picasso. Had no idea he lived till 93 and 
did that Chgo sculpture so late into his career. | went to the Picasso museum in Spain. 


So neat to see his works. Signed up for your next event. Looking forward to it! You did a 
great job!! Such a natural at this and you work so well with kids. @ ”

All projects use inexpensive, easily available supplies 
like watercolors, tempera paint, or markers. Having the 
supplies at home allows the kids to continue exploring 
even after the class is over. 


The projects are thoughtfully planned to be done at a 
speed that is comfortable for kids but also completed 
within the class time. “We're going to go at a medium 
pace now," is as intense as it gets. The structure of 

the program provides assurance, too: First, Miss Jane 
explains what everyone is going to do, then she shows 
what that will look like, then the group does it together. 


Jane's poise and organization on screen is 
accompanied by the happy mess that is a Zoom room 
full of kids: a child puts an eyeball up to their camera. 
Someone's mute is off and they are singing as they 
paint. An adult appears with a fistful of paper towels. 
“Miss Jane, Miss Jane, how do you mix brown?” 


Jane takes it all in stride. "Good question!” she says, 
affirming the inquiry before answering. 


“Thank you so much for your 
golden words. It made our 
day. Thank you so much for 
your noble work mam. You 
are making our kids happy.” 


While it can be a bit chaotic at times, the group 
dynamic is part of what makes these classes so 
successful. “Working in parallel, kids learn about 
accommodating and respecting others’ ways of 
working and thinking,” said Jane. 


And they are able to see how others working with the 
same materials and instructions create very different 
results. At the end of each class, each participant holds 
up their finished product for everyone to see. The 
artwork is always as amazing and varied as the kids are. 


More than anything, the classes give kids a safe space 
to be joyful and creative, and to get a break from other 
stresses. “What do | always say?” Jane asked the class. 
From their individual screens, the kids replied as one: 
“Have fun!"

Extending access and connecting with families 


Activities and interactions in your child's first five years set 
the stage for lifelong learning. For generations, storytime 
at the library has been an important part of that process. 
Regular morning visits to the library for librarian-led songs, 
rhymes, and read-alouds are a tradition for many families. 
Little ones build early literacy skills, new parents pick up 
ideas for keeping that learning going at home, and fami- 
lies meet and connect as a community. 
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Virtual storytimes made it possible for libraries to continue 
that critical work, even when circumstances made attend- 
ing in person a challenge. 


Quality time 


We've all heard that we need to limit screen time for our 
children. The American Academy of Pediatrics (AAP) sug- 
gests that children ages 0-18 months should have no 
screen time except for interactive video chatting. The AAP 
also suggests that children ages 2-5 should be limited to 
one hour of quality screen time a day. 


Library storytimes definitely qualify as quality screen time! 
Online, live, interactive programs offer educational con- 
tent and enriching activities for your little ones. 


When you join a virtual storytime with your little one, 
you're not just plopping them in front of a screen — they 
are learning new vocabulary words, singing songs, listen- 
ing to stories, counting, putting together crafts, enjoying 
flannel board rhymes, seeing other children in the com- 
munity, and even creating connections with the librarians 
on screen. Storytimes are full of learning opportunities for 
you and your child. 


Be intentional 


All of the storytime offerings at our library are based 
around the five early literacy practices: Talk, Sing, Read, 
Write, and Play. These practices will help your child develop 
the skills they need to learn how to read.

It’s never too early to start! Our library offers developmen- 
tally appropriate storytimes beginning at birth. Each class 
is a building block. Together, they are designed to encom- 
pass the five early literacy practices for all your little ones. 


The AAP also suggests watching programs with your child 
to help them better understand what they are learning. 
This is the perfect opportunity for you to learn how to bet- 
ter interact with your little one. Whether it’s your first child 
or your fifth, watching librarians in storytime will help you 
feel more comfortable (or less silly!) singing, dancing, and 
playing with your child. 


Storytimes provide a starting point for conversations and 
related activities all week long. For example, after engag- 
ing in a color-themed storytime, ask your child to point 
out all of the things in your home that are their favorite 
color. Continue from there and have them draw pictures 
with only their favorite colors. Storytime can open up 
many topics of conversation and fun activities for your 
whole family.
